Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  year  1968 


To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hoyland  Nether  Urban  District  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlmen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  upon  the  Health  Services  of  the 
Hoyland  Nether  Urban  District  for  the  year  ended  3^st  December,  1968. 

The  Birth  Rate  of  18,6  per  1,000  of  the  population  is  one  point  lower  than 
last  year;  the  corrected  rate  is  18.8.  The  Crude  Death  Rate  for  1968  was  12.1  per 
1,000  of  the  population,  the  corrected  rate  being  14.2.  The  Still  -birth  Rate  of 
16.5  represents  five  still-births.  These  statistics  do  not  vary  unduly  from  those 
for  England  and  Wales  and  the  Administrative  County. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate,  at  20.1  per  1,000  live  births,  is  an  increase 
on  last  year's  figure  of  12.8.  This  figure,  nevertheless,  is  comparable  with  the 
national  figure. 

As  before,  the  outstanding  sections  in  the  principal  causes  of  death  are 
circulatory  disease  and  respiratory  disease. 

From  the  recent  dramatic  publicity  on  cardiac  surgery,  you  can  deduce  the  amount 
of  time  and  resources  being  devoted  to  this  problem,  so  far  with  moderate  success. 
There  is,  of  course,  a great  deal  of  work  going  on  into  the  problem  as  a whole,  but 
not  publicised  in  such  a manner. 

Respiratory  disease  has  many  causes,  e.g.  working  situations  such  as  mining, 
smoking,  and  also  atmospheric  pollution.  Connected  with  this  latter  is  the  national 
campaign  for  clean  air.  This  is  necessarily  a slow-moving  change,  due  largely  to  the 
cost  of  the  switch-over  of  domestic  appliances  Recent  fuel  difficulties  may  also 
have  a slight  delaying  effect,  but  I urge  the  Council  to  pursue  their  intention  of 
atmospheric  improvement  as  the  circumstances  permit. 

There  is  one  death  recorded  as  being  attributable  to  a home  accident.  This  was 
a person  of  90  years  of  age,  who  fell  on  the  stairs.  At  this  age  one  does  not  with- 
stand injury  at  all  well.  The  Home  Safety  Committee  continued  their  good  work  during 
the  year.  In  past  years  I have  enlarged  on  how  this  committee  form  an  important  part 
of  the  total  activity  towards  home  safety,  and  will  not  dwell  on  it  again,  apart  from 
saying  that  their  voluntary  efforts  deserve  commendation. 

The  general  picture  of  infectious  diseases  is  a satisfactory  one.  Tne  annual 
fluctuations  are  almost  entirely  due  to  measles.  At  the  time  of  writing  I am  begin- 
ning, along  with  the  local  doctors,  a campaign  for  measles  immunisation.  Previous 
attempts  have  been  relatively  unsuccessful  due  to  vaccine  supply  difficulties.  This 
time,  however,  I have  all  the  necessary  vaccine  and  expect  good  results. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  has  supplied  the  statistics  on  that  part  of 
the  report  dealing  with  the  sanitary  circumstances.  The  number  of  houses  in  the  area 
has  increased  to  5»777* 

48  houses  were  closed  or  demolished  during  the  year.  It  is  no  accident  that 
condemnation  of  dwellings  is  dealt  with  in  the  Health  Committee.  The  move  from  poor 
surroundings  to  modern  has  a definite  beneficial  effect  on  the  physical  and  mental 
health  of  a family. 

All  the  dwellings  in  the  area  are  on  a mains  water  supply.  All  samples  during 
the  year  were  sound.  This  is  a most  satisfactory  situation. 

In  the  whole  district  there  are  only  nine  pail  closets  and  one  privy.  Although 
I would  like  to  see  all  dwellings  with  a water-carriage  system,  nevertheless,  the 
situation  is  satisfactory. 
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There  was  one  instance  of  brucellosis  infection  found  in  a milk  supply.  With 
the  full  co-operation  of  the  farmer  this  was  quickly  remedied. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  support  and  assistance  during  the  year.  I have  enjoyed,  as  usual 
close  co-operation  with  my  colleagues  in  the  Council  Offices,  a situation  which  I 
value  highly.

POPULATION 


The  Registrar-General  has  given  his  estimation  of  the  population  at  mid-1968 
as  16,050.  This  is  an  increase  of  120  on  the  1967  figure. 

BIRTHS 


There  were  298  live  births  registered  in  the  district  during  the  year.  Of  these 
156  were  male  and  142  female.  This  is  14  less  than  the  figure  for  1967.  There  were 
16  illegitimate  births,  6 male  and  10  female.

There  were  5 still-births  during  the  year  (2  male  and  3 female).  There  were  no 
illegitimate  still-births.

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SCARLET  FEVER 


There  were  3 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  during  the  year,  10  less  than 
for  1967*  Of  the  total,  1 was  1 year  old  and  2 over  the  age  of  ten.  I know  of 
no  serious  complication  in  any  of  these  cases.  The  attack  rate  of  0.18  is  lower 
than  that  for  England  and  Wales  and  for  the  V/est  Riding  Administrative  County.

DIPHTHERIA 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  1968,  During  this  year  we 
continued  the  computer  scheme  for  recording  immunisation.  As  I explained  in  youT' 
last  report,  this  use  of  the  computer  is  designed  to  keep  a very  close  check  on 
those  children  who  have  not  been  immunised  at  the  appropriate  age,  and  to  continue 
to  issue  repeat  invitations  to  the  parents  to  have  the  procedure  carried  out.  As 
a result  of  this  we  have  achieved  a much  higher  rate  of  immunisation  in  the 
divisional  area.  The  figures  for  1968  are  deceptively  reduced,  the  reduction  being 
caused  by  the  commencement  of  a new  immunisation  schedule  on  1st  Aprix,  1968.

WHOOPING  COUGH 


There  were  6 cases  of  Whooping  Cough  notified  during  the  year.  Of  the  6 cases 
3 occurred  in  the  second  quarter,  2 in  the  third  quarter  and  1 in  the  fourth 
quarter;  2 of  the  total  occurred  in  Hoyland,  3 in  Elsecar  and  1 in  St.  Peter's. 

The  vast  majority  of  the  children  who  contact  Whooping  Cough  when  they  have 
been  immunised  suffer  the  disease  to  a relatively  mild  degree;  in  fact,  a great 
many  children  probably  have  the  disease  to  such  a mild  degree  that  it  is  unrecogniz 
able  as  clinical  Whooping  Cough.  In  the  divisional  area  877  children  were  immunise 
during  1 968 , compared  with  1,301  during  1967.  This  figure  is  lower  than  that  for 
last  year,  the  reason  being  that  in  April  of  1968  we  switched  over  to  the  new 
Ministry  recommended  schedule  of  immunisation,  which  delayed  primary  immunisation 
to  the  age  of  six  months.  As  a result  of  this  delay  the  figures  from  April,  1 968 
to  April  1969  are,  therefore,  reduced. 

MEASLES 

There  we re  299  cases  of  Measles  notified  in  1968,  compared  with  93  in  1967* 

The  attack  rate  was  18.6,  which  is  greater  than  that  for  the  West  Riding 
Administrative  County  and  also  greater  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

I don't  read  anything  sinister  into  this  situation,  as  a great  deal  depends  upon 
which  time  of  the  year  the  outbreak  of  Measles  hits  the  varying  parts  of  the 
country  and  whether,  in  fact,  each  outbreak  affects  the  country  uniformally.  At 
the  time  of  writing  we  are  about  to  undertake,  for  the  second  time,  an  immunisatior 
programme  against  Measles.  Early  in  1969  5111  immunisation  programme  was  only  just 
begun,  wlien  difficulties  over  vaccine  supply  halted  it, 

INFECTIVE  JAUNDICE 

There  were  8 cases  notified,  2 in  the  second  quarter,  2 in  the  third  quarter 
and  4 in  the  fourth  quarter.  There  were  2 cases  in  Hoyland  parish,  3 cases  in 
St.  Peter's  parish  and  3 cases  in  Elsecar  parish.  This  is  the  first  year  during 
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which  Infective  Jaundice  became  a notifiable  disease.  I have  no  reason  to 
suppose  that  these  figures  we  have  now  indicate  any  different  situation  to  that 
which  existed  previously.  In  future  years  we  will  be  able  to  compare  the 
statistics  with  those  of  preceding  years. 

POLIOMYELITIS 


There  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  notified  during  the  year  for  your 
district.  You  will  notice  from  the  table  on  page  9 that  there  were  no  cases  of 
Poliomyelitis  notified  for  England  and  Wales  or  for  the  West  Riding  Administrative 
County.  There  can  be  very  little  doubt  that  this  is  due  to  the  vaccination 
programme.  Like  all  other  vaccination  programmes,  once  begun  it  is  imperative 
that  it  continue.  The  computer  method  of  recording  immunisation  is  of 
assistance  in  maintaining  a high  degree  of  vaccination,  because  it  issues 
individual  invitations  to  each  child  known  to  reside  within  the  area.  Below  is 
given  a table  showing  the  immunisation  figures  for  the  Division  as  a whole.

SMALLPOX 

There  were  no  cases  of  Smallpox  notified  in  the  area  in  1968.  A total  of 
588  persons  within  the  divisional  area  received  primary  vaccination,  compared 
v/ith  583  during  1967.  As  I have  said  on  previous  occasions,  primary  vaccination 
carries  very  slight  risk  with  it;  unfortunately,  the  risk  increases  with  age.  It 
is  known  that  the  least  possible  risk  is  incurred  between  the  ages  of  1 and  2 
years,  therefore  it  is  immediately  clear  that  the  proper  time  to  have  the  procedur 
carried  out  is  in  the  second  year  of  life.  Revaccination  does  not  carry  the 
risks  associated  with  primary  vaccination. 

DISEASES  OF  THE  ALIMENTARY  TRACT 

Two  cases  of  Sonnei  Dysentery  were  notified,  1 in  the  first  quarter  and  1 
in  the  fourth.  Contacts  were  examined  in  the  usual  way.  The  source  of  infection 
was  not  proven  in  either  case. 

Three  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified,  all  due  to  the  organism 
Salmonella  Enteritidis.  All  were  in  the  third  quarter  but  lived  in  different 
wards.  The  offending  food-stuff  was  not  discovered. 
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TUBERCULOSIS 


There  were  3 new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year  under  review, 
and  1 transferred  from  Sheffield.  All  cases  were  pulmonary  and  were  admitted  to 
hospital. 

The  hard  work  of  the  hospital  staff  and  our  own,  in  following  up  contacts  of 
the  known  disease  and  examining  them  for  early  detection  of  secondary  disease,  has 
continued.  The  Mass  Radiography  Service  continues,  whenever  possible,  to  visit  the 
area,  but  no  member  of  the  public  need  wait  for  such  an  occasion  to  arise  because  the 
Mass  Radiography  Centre  in  the  city  is  permanently  available. 

B.C.G.  VACCINATION 


The  table  below  shows  that  once  again  vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  was 
offered  to  the  schoolchildren  during  their  first  year  in  Secondary  School.  A simple 
skin  test  carried  out  beforehand  shows  whether  the  child  requires  to  be  vaccinated. 
The  vaccination  itself  causes  very  little  trouble,  and  we  usually  have  a high  rate  of 
acceptance .

B.C.G.  Vaccination  is  one  of  a number  of  preventive  measures  against  tuberculosis 
infection;  the  others  are  improving  housing  conditions  and  improving  nutrition,  plus  a 
better  general  understanding  of  the  vital  factors  in  maintaining  good  general  health. 
This,  along  with  the  early  detection  of  the  disease  through  the  National  Health  Service, 
and  principally  the  Mass  Radiography  Service,  is  the  reason  for  the  present  reasonably 
satisfactory  control  of  tuberculosis. 

BRUCELLOSIS 

There  was  one  case  of  brucellosis  carried  over  from  1967*  The  problem  was 
satisfactorily  dealt  with. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  THE  HEALTH  SERVICES 

HO  -PITALS 

The  General  Hospitals  in  Barnsley  and  Sheffield  serve  the  Hoy land  district,  and 
Lodge  Moor  Hospital,  Sheffield,  deals  with  Infectious  Diseases.  Maternity  cases  are 
dealt  with  at  the  Chapeltown  Maternity  Home,  the  St.  Helen's  Hospital,  Barnsley,  and 
occasionally  the  Princess  Royal  Maternity  Home,  Huddersfield. 

CERVICAL  CYTOLOGY 

During  the  year  we  continued  the  service  of  taking  cervical  smears  for  the 
detection  of  early  carcinoma  of  the  cervix.  We  have  continued  the  policy  of  seeking 
those  women  most  at  risk,  i.e.  over  35  years  of  age,  with  4 or  more  children,  but  have 
also  taken  in  any  other  married  women  who  were  anxious  to  have  the  test  carried  out. 

V/e  have  not  sought  to  publicise  this  very  widely,  but  have  preferred  rather  to  seek 
the  cases  through  our  own  nurses  through  general  practitioner  service,  since  the  number 
of  smears  available  is  still  limited,  and  this  relative  shortage  of  smear  facilities 
in  the  laboratory  is  the  controlling  factor  in  the  numbers  we  try  to  encourage  to  the 
clinic.  The  number  of  positive  tests  have  been  very  small  indeed,  but  we  sincerely 
hope,  as  a result  of  having  discovered  these  positives,  that  the  ladies  concerned  will 
enjoy  a normal  life  span. 
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LABORATORY  FACILITIES 


The  two  Public  Health  Service  Laboratories,  one  at  Wakefield  and  one  at  the 
Northern  General  Hospital,  Sheffield,  carry  out  all  laboratory  work.  The  respective 
Medical  Directors  are  most  willing  to  help  and  advise,  and  I am  grateful  to  them 
for  advice  during  the  year. 

MORTUARY 


Accommodation  is  available  at  the  Sanitary  Depot,  West  Street,  Hoyland,  and 
serves  the  whole  area. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


The  West  Riding  County  Council  provide  ambulance  facilities  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  Section  27  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

During  the  year  no  difficulty  was  experienced  regarding  staffing,  and  the  full 
complements  of  staff  of  39 , plus  one  Station  Officer,  worked  a three-shift  system 
from  the  main  operational  depot  at  Hoyland,  with  an  alternating  shift  at  the  new 
Penistone  Depot,  which  was  officially  opened  during  1966.  There  are  six  vehicles  at 
Hoyland  and  one  ambulance  car,  and  three  at  Penistone. 

Liaison  with  all  hospitals  continues  at  a high  level,  and  the  Authority  continues 
to  work  most  amicably  with  neighbouring  County  Boroughs. 

Ambulance  calls  from  doctors,  hospitals,  institutions  and  members  of  the  public 
in  emergencies,  are  received  at  the  Station  Control  Room,  and  are  competently  dealt 
with  by  the  efficient  use  of  a radio  communication  system,  ensuring  speed  and 
economical  use  of  the  vehicles,  and  at  the  same  time  reducing  mileage  to  the  minimum. 

The  majority  of  the  ambulance  personnel  are  competent  to  render  first  aid,  and 
staff  are  encouraged  to  train  and  obtain  current  certificates,  the  County  Council 
giving  monetary  recognition  by  way  of  extra  pay  as  an  incentive  to  qualifications. 

CLINICS 

TUBERCULOSIS 


Those  people  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  are  referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic  at 
46  Church  Street,  Barnsley.  At  this  clinic  complete  investigation  is  possible, 
including  X-ray.  The  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  has  a very  close  liaison  with  the 
Consultant  Chest  Physician;  as  a result  of  this  she  is  able  to  carry  out  her  full 
follow-up  investigations,  which  is  a most  valuable  contribution  to  the  patient's 
general  welfare.  Her  easy  access  to  the  Chest  Clinic  is  invaluable,  since  she  gets 
very  early  information,  in  detail,  of  who  the  contacts  were  and  where  they  are  to  be 
found.

HEALTH  VISITING  SERVICE 

The  Health  Visitor  has  a multitude  of  duties  which  are  much  too  numerous 
to  detail  here;  suffice  to  say  that  she  plays  a large  part  in  tying  up  the 
loose  ends  in  our  National  Health  Service,  and  also  is  very  actively  engaged  in 
dealing  with  the  other  social  services  for  the  overall  benefit  of  those  in  need. 
It  is  by  no  means  an  easy  job  to  undertake.  There  are  changes  in  the  social 
services  and  in  the  Health  Service  being  discussed  at  the  moment,  and  my  own 
impression  is  that  the  changes  in  the  health  visitors'  duties  will  be  ultimately 
to  the  benefit  of  both  the  health  visitors  and  the  community.  During  the  year  th< 
health  visitors  made  3,926  visits  to  the  homes  in  the  Hoyland  Nether  Urban 
District. 

During  the  year  there  were  several  changes  amongst  health  visiting  staff. 
Mrs.  Townsend  was  appointed  in  May,  1968,  and  she  resigned  in  November  as 
she  was  expecting  a baby;  Miss  Thwaites  qualified  as  a health  visitor  in 
September,  1968,  and  was  appointed  as  a full  member  of  staff;  Mrs.  Moore 
transferred  from  the  home  nursing  staff  in  January,  1968,  to  act  as  Assistant 
Wealth  Visitor,  but  she,  too,  resigned  in  June  1968  because  of  domestic 
difficulties. 
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However,  these  members  of  staff  working  within  the  field  carried  out  their  duties 
extremely  well. 

The  health  visitor's  duties  include  visiting  the  houses  of  families  to  give 
advice  and  help  for  any  problems  arising  within  the  family.  All  families  having 
newly-born  children  are  visited,  when  phenylketonuria  tests,  examination  for  early 
detection  of  hip  deformity,  and  deaf  screening  are  carried  out. 

The  health  visitor  visits  schools  within  her  area  for  hygiene  inspections, 
when  schoolchildren  are  medically  examined,  and  for  B.C.G.  sessions.  In  addition 
she  attends  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  Eye  Clinics  and  a number  of  Relaxation  and 
Ante-Natal  Classes.  Many  problems  arising  among  the  ages  are  referred  to  the  health 
visitor  for  her  help  and  guidance. 

Health  Education  is  carried  out  in  the  clinics,  in  the  main  to  individual 
mothers  as  the  premises  are  unsuited  to  group  education.  The  health  visitors  carry 
out  health  education  during  daily  visits  within  the  homes  of  the  families  residing 
in  the  area.  Pamphlets,  circulars  and  up-to-date  posters  are  available  for  use  at 
all  times  in  the  clinics.

The  Direct  Service  provided  847  treatments  to  204  patients  at  the  clinic.  In 
addition  to  this  347  home  treatments  were  given  to  80  people  who  were  quite  unable 
to  attend  the  clinic.  The  O.A.P.  Service  provided  633  clinic  treatments  to  119 
persons  and  146  treatments  in  the  homes  of  34  others. 

HOME  NURSING  SERVICE 


Home  nursing  services  were  maintained  during  the  year;  the  staff  worked  extremely 
hard.  Mrs.  Bramley  retired  in  September,  having  given  many  years  of  valuable  service 
within  the  area.  Mrs.  Parkin  v/as  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  and  Mrs.  Dickinson  to 
act  as  staff  nurse. 

In  September,  following  the  policy  of  the  'West  Riding  County  Council,  attachment 
of  home  nursing  staff  to  general  practitioner  units  took  place,  and  this  appears  to 
give  an  excellent  service  in  the  care  of  the  patients. 

Equipment  is  made  readily  available  through  the  County  loan  service. 

During  1968  the  nurses  made  a total  of  10,035  visits  and  attended  3lS  new  cases.

MIDWIFERY  SERVICE 

There  was  one  change  in 
a new  appointment  being  made, 
is  close  professional  liaison 

the  midwifery  staff;  Mrs.  Dubin  resigned  on  November  30th 
the  midwife  to  commence  duties  in  January,  1969.  There 
between  midwives  and  general  practitioners. 

Ante-natal  Clinics  are  held  weekly  within  the  Local  Health  Authority  and  general 
practitioners'  surgeries.  Relaxation  and  Mothercraft  Classes  are  held  weekly,  where 
group  discussions  take  place;  sound  films,  film  strips  and  visual  aids  are  used,  in 
an  endeavour  to  help  mothers  prepare  for  their  forthcoming  confinement.  During  certair 
sessions  the  Health  Visior  attends,  to  discuss  prophylactic  measures  available  by 
immunisation  and  vaccination  against  infectious  disease. 

The  Midwives  attended  69  confinements  during  the  year; 
analgesia  and  4 Pethidine.  Eight  cases  received  Pethidine 

of  these  45  had  Trilene 
and  Trilene  Analgesia.

MOTHERCRAFT  AND  RELAXATION  CLASSES 

The  midwives  show  great 

enthusiasm  for  these  classes, 

which  are  held  weekly 

within  the  area.  The  midwives  teach  relaxation  exercises,  hold  group  discussions 
and  show  films  to  prepare  the  expectant  mothers  for  their  forthcoming  confinements. 
The  health  visitors  attend  a number  of  sessions,  to  give  talks  on  diet,  immunisation 
and  vaccination  and  general  development  of  children. 

HOME  SAFETY 


Once  again  the  Hoy land  Home  Safety  Committee  has  had  an  active  year.  As  I 
have  said  in  the  past,  there  are  no  really  accurate  statistics  by  which  to  judge 
their  efforts,  just  as  there  is  an  absence  of  the  same  figures  to  judge  the  results 
of  Home  Safety  efforts  by  the  professional  staff,  whether  they  be  Architects, 
Housing  Managers,  Public  Health  Inspectors,  or  medical  and  nursing  staff.  The  very 
existence,  however,  of  a Home  Safety  Committee  is  an  added  incentive  for  everyone 
to  keep  the  problem  in  mind.  One  cannot  help  feeling  that  to  sell  the  subject  it 
must  be  like  any  other  sales-drive;  its  success  will  depend  on  the  amount  of  money 
and  ingenuity  spent  on  it.  The  community  should  be  grateful  to  all  the  voluntary 
members  who  give  up  their  time;  in  particular  the  secretary  should  be  mentioned 
because,  as  in  all  committee  work,  the  bulk  of  the  labour  falls  upon  him  or  her. 
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DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 


During  the  year  a total  of27,873  domestic  help  hours  were  provided  in  the 
Hoyland  district,  compared  with  26,576  in  the  previous  year.  In  all,  y\  Home 
helps  were  employed,  attending  a total  of  204  cases.  Of  this  total  144  we re 
continuing  cases  from  1967*

I think  that  any  home  which  has  experienced  the  need  for  a Home  Help,  and  had 
the  need  met,  will  readily  appreciate  how  valuable  a service  this  is.  If  it  is 
the  intention,  as  appears  to  be  the  case,  that  patients  will  be  kept  where  the  vast 
majority  of  them  would  prefer  to  be,  i.e.  in  their  own  homes,  then  there  is  no 
doubt  that  this  service  must  expand  considerably. 

I would  like  to  mention  here  two  services,  the  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  and  the 
Warden  Service,  because  they  follow  so  naturally  the  comment  on  the  Home  Help  Service 
We  now  have  a considerable  team  assembled  to  deal  with  the  problems  of  increasing 
age.  The  three  services  just  mentioned,  along  with  the  County  Welfare  Service,  the 
Health  Visiting  Service,  the  family  doctor,  the  hospital  specialist  and  those  in 
Local  Government  responsible  for  special  housing  work  closely  and  amicably  together 
to  resolve  the  multiple  problems  if  old  age.  A joint  experties  is  gradually 
emerging.  I hope  this  same  close  co-operation  will  continue  in  the  various  changes 
proposed  for  both  Local  Government  and  the  Health  Service.

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


The  Mental  Hospitals  are  more  and  more  adapted  to  care  for  patients  on  a short 
term  basis,,  and  the  means  to  discharge  patients  and  keep  them  at  home  is  one  of 
the  main  aims  of  a comprehensive  community  service.  All  this  indicates  the 
necessity  for  combined  planning  and  improved  communication  between  the  various 
agencies,  so  that  patients  have  a continuity  of  treatment  of  the  right  kind. 

Cultural  attitudes  in  the  country  have  undergone  a certain  change  towards  the 
psychiatric  patient,  but  there  is  still  a reluctance  on  the  part  of  the  patient 
towards  admission  to  hospital. 

Psychiatric  Out-patient  Clinics  have  been  opened  in  many  large  general 
hospitals,  often  staffed  by  Consultants  from  the  local  Mental  Hospitals,  resulting 
in  a better  and  more  understanding  relationship  between  general  and  mental  hospitals 
The  patient  is  the  concern  of  the  general  practitioner,  psychiatrist  and  mental 
welfare  officer,  and  all  three  must  work  together.  This  will  be  a reality  in 
Ecclesfield  when  family  doctor,  psychiatrist,  mental  welfare  officers  and  other 
agencies  can  meet  under  the  same  roof  and  be  able  to  discuss  the  patient's  needs 
easily  and  immediately  at  the  new  Health  Centre. 

There  was  a 100%  increase  in  patients  attending  the  Out-patient  Clinic  held 
at  Mortomley  Hall  in  1968.  This  does  not  mean  that  mental  illness  is  on  the 
increase.,  but  that  more  and  more  people  are  concerned  about  their  mental  health 
and  seek  advice  and  help  for  their  many  problems.  It  is  encouraging  to  see 
relatives  and  friends  accompanying  the  patients  to  the  clinic;  they  not  only  show 
a concern  for  the  patient,  but  are  able  to  see  and  feel  the  atmosphere  of  a 
psychiatric  clinic  away  from  the  hospital  surroundings.  A total  of  236  patients 
attended  the  48  clinic  sessions  during  the  year. 
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There  were  no  serious  problems  or  delays  in  obtaining  beds  for  patients  who 
required  treatment. 

A number  of  students  visited  the  Division  during  the  year  and  observed  the 
work  of  the  mental  welfare  officer. 

ADMISSIONS  AND  DISCHARGES  TO  MENTAL  HOSPITALS 


There  were  4 male  and  18  female  patients  admitted  to  Middlewood  Hospital 
during  the  year,  and  23  patients  were  discharged  (6  male  and  17  female).  In  all, 
13  requested  after-care. 

MENTAL  SUBNORMALITY 


The  Friday  morning  out-patient  clinics  for  subnormal  patients  continued  during 
the  year.  A total  of  36  juveniles  were  seen  over  the  27  sessions.  This  clinic  gives 
opportunity  for  parents  of  severely  handicapped  children  to  discuss  their  many 
problems  with  the  Consultant  Psychiatrist. 

No  problems  were  experienced  in  placing  submormal  children  in  short-stay  care 
hospital  beds.  This  service  is  a great  help  to  parents  and  fully  appreciated  by 
myself  and  mental  welfare  officers.  1 male  and  3 female  patients  were  admitted  for 
short-stay  care. 

The  Parent/Teachers'  Association  gave  valuable  help  in  organising  a successful 
year  of  social  activities. 

SPECIAL  CARE  UNIT 

During  the  year  this  unit  was  taking  in  its  maximum  number  of  handicapped 
children,  and  apart  from  holidays,  sickness  and  other  domestic  problems,  11  children 
attended  5 days  a week.

INTRODUCTION

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  registered  within  the  Urban  District. 

CARAVAN  SITE  AND  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 


There  is  one  licenced  Caravan  Site  in  the  District  which  is  used  for  residential 
purposes  and  will  accommodate  twelve  modern  trailer  caravans. 

The  owner  of  the  site  co-operates  fully  with  the  department  and  in  this  way  the 
site  is  kept  in  a clean  and  orderly  manner. 

Once  again  we  experienced  difficulty  with  itinerant  van  dwellers.  As  usual  the 
sites  were  littered  with  rubbish  of  all  descriptions  and  a great  deal  of  time  and 
expense  was  spent  in  clearing  up  afterwards.  It  was  necessary  on  one  occasion  to  tow 
a caravan  off  a site  and  this  was  carried  out  with  the  co-operation  of  the  police. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


During  the  year  there  were  one  hundred  and  eighteen  complaints  of  infestation  by 
rats  and  ninety-four  complaints  of  infestation  by  mice. 

A sewer  test  was  carried  out  by  a commercial  undertaking  and  negative  results 
were  obtained. 

SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS  ACT,  1964 

There  is  one  licenced  scrap  metal  dealer  in  the  District. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

The  tables  which  follow  give  the  readings  of  the  daily  volumetric  smoke  and  sulphur 
dioxide  apparatus  situated  at  the  Sewage  Works,  Elsecar,  and  in  the  Town  Hall  Annexe. 

In  addition,  the  results  of  the  analysis  of  the  soot  deposit  gauge  sited  at  Kirk  Balk 
Cemetry  are  also  given. 


These  figures  are  used  in  the  national  survey  on  air  pollution  conducted  by  the 
Department  of  Industrial  and  Scientific  Research  and  are  sent  to  the  Warren  Spring 
Laboratory  every  month. 


Domestic  smoke  still  remains  the  principal  cause  of  air  pollution  in  this  District 
but  we  look  forward  to  some  progress  in  this  sphere  in  the  near  future.  My  department 
are  engaged  in  surveying  the  properties  in  the  first  proposed  smoke  control  area  at 
the  present  time. 

So  far  as  industry  is  concerned,  co-operation  with  the  management  of  industrial 
concerns  has  been  maintained  as  also  with  H.  M.  Alkali  Inspectorate.  All  applications 
to  instal  new  boilers  are  examined  and  action  is  taken  where  necessary  and  a close 
watch  kept  on  chimney  heights.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

A regular  collection  of  refuse  was  not  maintained  throughout  the  year  and  the 
position  during  the  summer  months  and  immediately  after  Christmas  was  not  at  all 
satisfactory. 

Bad  weather  conditions,  annual  holidays  and  sickness  absenteeism  are  the  predomin- 
ent  factors  which  affect  the  service.  It  can  be  appreciated  that  trying  to  maintain  a 
regular  collection  of  domestic  refuse  without  men  creates  quite  a problem. 

The  following  figures  give  details  of  absenteeism  during  the  year  for  refuse 
collection #and  refuse  disposal  staff.

This  figure  is  equivilent  to  one  man  being  off  work  for  over  one  and  a quarter 
years  and  is  most  unsatisfactory.  Tighter  measures  to  deal  with  habitual  sickness 
are  called  for  because  the  department  cannot  afford  to  carry  men  who  are  not  lit  enough 
to  carry  out  their  work.

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


Tipping 

Tipping  of  domestic  refuse  at  the  Milton  Road  Site  was  finished  during  the  year 
and  a start  made  at  Jump  Pit.  This  site  should  provide  at  least  two  years  tipping 
space . 


The  disposal  of  household  refuse  and  industrial  waste  is  becoming  a growing 
problem  and  one  that  is  not  easily  solved.  In  a district  such  as  ours  the  time  will 
surely  come  when  no  land  is  available  for  tipping  and  provision  will  then  have  to  be 
made  for  financing  an  expensive  refuse  disposal  plant.  The  Council  are  however  aware 
of  the  situation  and  in  January,  1969  agreed  that  I should  represent  the  Council  on  the 
Barnsley  and  District  Joint  Committee  on  Refuse  Disposal. 

SALVAGE 


During  the  year  129  tons  of  salvage  waste  paper  and  cardboards  were  sold  to  the 
Board  Mills  for  £1,157. 

The  Public  are  again  asked  to  co-operate  by  bundling  clean  newspapers  and  magazines 
together  and  flattening  cardboard  boxes  in  order  to  facilitate  collection.  Salvage  shoul 
always  be  kept  separate  from  refuse  and  placed  by  the  side  of  the  dustbin  on  the  day  of 
collection.

MUNICIPAL  DUSTBINS  SCHEME 

During  the  year  1968-69,  48 1 dustbins  were  issued  to  premises  within  the  District 
under  the  terms  of  Section  75(3)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  The  total  cost  of 
the  bins  amounted  to  £1,043  3s.  4d. 

Each  3j+  cu.ft.  dustbin  is  embossed  with  the  letters  H.N.U.D.C.,  and  the  year  of 
issue.  Rubber  lids  are  now  provided  with  all  bins  in  an  effort  to  cut  down  general 
noise. 


The  present  scheme  was  started  eighteen  years  ago. 

CESSPOOL  AND  GULLY  EMPTING 

Every  cesspool  in  the  District  was  regularly  emptied  once  every  two  weeks  by  the 
Council's  cesspool  emptying  machine  and  no  overflowing  systems  were  observed. 

A systematic  cleansing  of  gullies  is  also  carried  out  both  on  County  ana  District 
Council  Roads  in  order  to  keep  them  clean  and  free  running.

STREET  SWEEPING 


All  streets  in  the  District  are  regularly  swept  by  the  Council's  new  suction 
sweeper,  weather  conditions  permitting.  County  roads  are  swept  twice  each  week  and 
District  roads  are  systematicaly  swept  on  the  remaining  days. 

Four  manual  sweepers  are  also  employed  in  the  District  and  a small  mechanical 
footpath  sweeper  is  used  also. 

The  "Black  Spots",  so  far  as  litter  is  concerned  are  swept  every  day,  but  within 
hours  they  appear  just  as  bad  again.  Once  more  I should  like  to  ask  for  the  support 
of  the  general  public  in  helping  to  keep  the  Urban  District  tidy.  They  should  either 
use  a litter  bin  or  take  any  old  wrappers,  cartons  etc.,  home  and  burn  them. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


The  public  conveniences  throughout  the  District  were  regularly  cleansed  and 
maintained  in  working  order. 

Vandalism  was  prevelant  but  the  culprits  as  usual  could  not  be  detected. 

If  any  member  of  the  public  suspects  that  vandalism  is  taking  place,  he  should 
quickly  notify  the  police.
